The tune of " John Brown's Body " 
is of Methodist cump-meeting origin. 
It was adapted to its present use by an 
organist in Harvard Church in 1861. 


Crouch, the writer of "Kathleen 


Mavourneen," received $25 for the pro- 
duction, and afterwards became a beg- 
ging tramp,' while his publisher could 
have built a brown stone front out of its 
sales. 


"The Star Spangled Banner," was

Theater, at London, aud made a big hit. 
One hundred thousand copies were sold 
the first year, and by the end of the 
.second its publishers had cleared $10,- 
<' 000 from it. 


The author of " Maryland, My Mary- 


land " lives at "Washington. He writes 
gossipy letters to the Augusta Chronicle. 
His name is James B. Randall, and he 
is a modest-looking, dark-complexioned 
man of forty. He was very young when 
he wrote that beautiful poem.

Steps Tliut Will be Fashionable the 


Contlns Winter. 


The Milwaukee Globe says: "While 


society in nil its varied phases takes 
deep interest iti the amusement that dot 
each Winter season with bright spots, 
and nights to be remembered, few peo- 
ple pay attention to anything more than 
the personal enjoyment of these pleas- 
ures. In the way of dancing parties, 
their styles, changes, and especially 
new figures, everybody is interested. 
Ask the ordinary society mau whero 
the change in the dances originate, and 
he answers vaguely, "Paris." To find 
the degree of truth in this reply the 
head of a favorite dancing academy in 
this city was interflowed last evening; 
seated in her cozy parlor, the lady an- 
swered the question quite fully. 


"You should know that in New York 


there are held the monthly meetings of 
professors of dancing. The head of 
this sooUty is a member of similar so- 
cieties in Paria and elsewhere. New 
dances or changes in the figures or 
steps that are introduced elsewhere are 
reported to this meeting and a practical 
illustration of the step or figure is 
given, the professors standing in line 
and learning it. If it is considered a 
desirable acquisition or worthy of living 
it is at once aent to all other members 
of th« association. Thus, with the bet- 
ter class of dancing schools, a new step 
comes out simultaneously in all the 
cities. There is much of advantage in 
this, as formerly, and to aoina extent 
now,
